Essex Avenue Should Be Cut 
Through Under The Tunnel 



How much longer must Narberth 
citizens be inconvenienced by this 
long delayed improvement? One of 
the most serious annoyances due to 
Essex avenue not being cut through 
under the railroad, is that suffered 
both in summer and winter by the 
mothers of our borough, who have 
occasion to go from one side of the 
railroad to the other. It is very fre- 
quently necessary to have the baby 
along, either in a coach or on a sled, 
as conditions require. When the 
steps to the present tunnel are 
reached the difficulty begins. It is 
a man's job to haul a husky baby, 
with coach or sled, down a dozen 
stone steps, through the tunnel, and 
up another dozen at the other end, 
but the women must do it. Like- 
wise, it is a man's duty to see that 
N'arberth is reasonably up to date 
in this matter of a great public ne- 
cessity. Have Ave not the men in 
Narberth who will make it their bus- 
iness to have this improvement made? 
Those on the south side are perhaps 
more seriously affected than the 
north side citizens, on account of all 
of the business houses being on the 
latter side of the railroad.

To the Editor of Our Town. 

For the information of EXL whose 
article appeared on Page 2 of last 
week's Our Town I might state: 

The Xarberth avenue bridge over 
the railroad was build about 1S70, 
at which time the village was known 
as Elm Station, and had but a few 
scattering homes. The residents at 
that time probably little dreamed of 
such growth as the town of Narbertn 
has since enjoyed. 

This bridge is the only means of 
vehicle communication between the 
two built up portions of the town, 
the "North Side" and the "South 
Side." 

Some may he temped to believe 
that our borough would be better if 
no such distinctions as the "North" 
and the "South" sides existed, but 
since we find ourselves so divided by 
the railroad, as is the case with a 
number of other Main Line towns, we 
will Have to meet the conditions as 
they exist. 

We believe, however, that in the 
other Main Line towns referred to, no 
such conditions exist as at the Nav- 
berth avenue bridge, as at any point 
where conditions even approach ours 
a foot walk is provided. The pres- 
ent bridge, with its narrow roadway, 
would to-day be considered hardly 
suitable for the altogether rural dis- 
tricts, since conditions have so 
changed in these days of the auto- 
mobile, when it is common to see 
two cars passing each other on the 
bridge. The conditions existing arc 
positively dangerous to pedestrians 
and particularly so to school chil- 
dren because of the following rea- 
sons: 

i sl — The steep approach on each 
side makes it difficult to know of th.3 
approach of an automobile. 

2nd — When two automobiles are 
passing each other on the bridge 
there is barely enough room for the 
cars, to say nothing of the lone pe- 
destrian. 

3rd — with a steam train passing 
under bridge and smoke and steam 
encircling bridge and with the ac- 
companying noise, the condition 
seems intolerable. 

What has our council done so fa* 
In connection with this matter? It 
would seem that since the P. R. P.- 
Company has recently posted notices 
requesting advice as to evils that 
might be corrected, and since the 
railroad company owns and main-' 
Inins the bridge, and since the prob- 
able cost of a sidewalk bracketed on 
one side would he trifling, perhaps 
that if councils were to approach 
the railroad company properly, 
something would he done. 

The borough officials have required 
the Baptist Church and Mr. Cook to 
lay sidewalks up to the bridge and 
why should not every effort be made 
to have the railroad company do the 
same? 

Finally, we would not tolerate such 
a condition elsewhere in the town, 
namely: have the sidewalk entirely 
blocked off on both sides of street 
and make pedestrians walk in roacl- 



EXHAXCE THE BEAUTY OF YOUR 
T0WJT. 

(From "The National Nurseryman."} 

A women's civic association in 
Richmond, Va., has adopted a day on 
which to plant dogwood trees, their 
aim being to have the locality be- 
come famous for its dogwoods in or- 
der to enhance the beauty of the 
city. 

One need not draw on the imagina- 
tion very much to be convinced 
that a suburb or residential section 
of any city could soon become fa- 
mous with flowering dogwoods in ev- 
ery yard. 

Why should not a New England 
village, become famous for its lilacs, 
or a Southern city for its Crepe 
Myrtles or Magnolias? 

Charlestown, S. C, is already 
known as the place where you can 
see azaleas in perfection, due to the 
efforts of one man. 

The main thing is to decide on one 
plant that is adapted to the locality, 
■.ind then encourage the planting of 
this particular plant in large quanti- 
ties. 

The above applies with full force 
to Narbertn, which is well on tha 
way to become famous for its Japa- 
nese double and single, pink, red or 
white flowering cherries, over one 
hundred of these trees having been 
planted. This is of course far from 
being a sufficient quantity for a dis- 
play, as not less than one to each 
fifty foot front would be required to 
produce the right effect. The va- 
riety planted last year in Narbertn 
was the double pink form used so 
extensively in Tokio, Japan. It is 
the variety planted exclusively on 
the famous Cherry Drive of that city. 

In the opinion of the writer it 
would be best if we confined our ef- 
forts to the Japanese cherries. But 
why not encourage and urge our 
people to go to the woods and col- 
lect wild dogwood trees? They can 
he had free for the effort, or be pur- 
chased in almost every nursery for 
a very nominal price. Dogwood trees 
would harmonize perfectly with the 
cherries. It i»: a strikingly beautiful 
tree any time of the year, the flow- 
ers, the red oerries, the purple, green 
and red foliage in autumn. 

The Japanese cherry is suited for 
street planting as it in time becom.-s 
sufficiently large. A tree largo enough 
for lawn planting can he had for 
about $1.50 to $2. For street plant- 
ing a tree sufficiently large would 
probably cost $4 to ?5.

DOC. TAX. 

The law requires that a diligent in- 
quiry be made from property owners 
or occupants of any property as to the 
number of dogs owned, harbored or 
kept by such persons, who shall pay 
a tax on such dogs, the fee being 
fixed by the County Commissioners 
as follows: Each male dog, 50 cents; 
eacli female dog, $2. Every person 
keeping a dog about his house or al- 
lowing such dogs to stay about the 
same shall be deemed as the owner 
of such dog and be liable for the 
license of such dog. When the as- 
sessment is made the owner must pay 
the tax, and in return receive a tag 
which must be worn on the collar of 
the dog. Otherwise, when the author- 
ities send around in the spring any 
dog not wearing the tag, shall be taken 
up. Tax on dogs must be paid at the 
time inquiry is made.

Lowrr IMrriou Department Almost 
Self-supporting:. 

Lower Merion Township's Board of 
Health can boast that it is practically 
self-supporting. It used only $700 
last year of an appropriation of $5000 
made to it by the Township Commis- 
sioners and only some extraordinary 
expenditures prevented the board from 
returning more than the entire ap- 
propriation to the township treasury. 
This record is unusual and hardly can 
be duplicated by the health board of 
any other municipality in the State. 

The expenditures of the Board were 
Salaries, $1500; transportation, $449.- 
94; supplies and expenses, $446.9S; 
analyses of water, ice, etc., $472; sta- 
tionery and printing, $151.47; legal 
expenses, $200; insurance, 107; disin- 
fectants, $72.50; combating foot and 
mouth disease, $60.84; examinations, 
of diphtheria cultures, $23.74, and post- 
aire. $20; a total for the year of $3504.- 
47. 

Out of the original appropriation 
the Board turned back, for use in 
other departments of the township, 
the sum of $1050. The Board also 
paid into the township treasury the 
sum of $2624, the total of permits for 
burials, plumbers' certificates and 
other charges and $180 for fines. The 
board still has an unexpended balance 
offf $445.53. Thus it cost the board 
$3504.47 to operate and its "revenue" 
was a total of $2S04.

$4500; fire hydrants, $2600; salary of 
township treasurer, $4000; interest 
'and loan, $40,500; Playground Com- 
mittee, $16,529.20; sinking fund and 
i interest on township bonds, $75,000; 
administration expense, $6500, and 
legal expense, $1500.
